Danish. resident. Here it is: 


“A representative of the United 
States commerce commission, Mr. 
Dennis, was sent there to study the 
reason why little Denmark, not more 
‘than a third the size of Pennsylvania, 
and with a population of not much 
more than three millions, one of Am- 
merica’s best customers, at the same 
timo threatens to become one of Am- 
crica’s hardest: competitors, so far as 
some of the prime farm products are 
concerned. “It hag been puzzling the 
world, not. the least America, and the 
commerce commission's  representa- 
tive believes he has solved the prob- 
lem. Export of eggs, butter and ha- 
con is Denmark’s fortune, according 
to Mr. Dennis. Why? It is not he-; 
cause Denmark more than any other 
land is blessed with rich sojl or bet- 
ter climate. Tho Danish soil’s great 
producing quality is not by reason of 
great natural fertility, but due to its 
intelligent farming, and then 
state comes to its aid, knowing that 
farming is the basis of national wel- 
fare, und the state's most worthy sul- 
port is a compulsory national geal that 
over all is a guaranty that the product 
bearing this seal is unequaled the 
world over. Another worthy factor 
is of course the cooperation which 
really existed in England « century 
ago, but it has in Denmark among 
the farmers created a class  confi- 
dence and a stick-together spirit un- 
equaled elsewhere, 


“The Pioneer of a recent date told 
how Denmark wag able to pay a duty 
of 12 cents a pound on butter, send 
shiploads to New York and drive the 
price down on the New York butter 
market. Stop and think! The Dan- 
ish farmers imported last year from 
America 221,793 tons of oil meal along 
with other products, and 17,857,143 
Hushels of corn. The Danish farmers 
.cun then buy all of this in spite of 
what we call high labor produced 
stock food in America, pay the freight 
and feed their stock, pay their butter 
makers, whose pay is comparatively 


’ ag high as in America, pay the freight 


back to America and the duty of 12 
cents per pound, and then sell below 
‘the American butter price.”

‘OLD LIQUOR ACT © 
ARE COMPARED 


The following jis a summary of new 
features introduced by the proposed 
“Temperance Act”'as compared with 
the old Liquor Licenge Ordinance,

Yet when one 
looks at the statistics he finds that 
England, France, Italy and all the 
allies combined owe the United States 
only about ten billion dollars, while 
they are demanding of Germany alone 
reparations of over thirty billion Gol- 
lars, Of course, if Germany can pay 
any such amounts as France demands, 
thore is absolutely no doubt that fne- 
land, France and the rest of them can 
very easily pay a smaller amount to 
the United States. President Hard- 


who have looked into the matter evi- 
dently appreciate this situation. 

Up to the present time England is 
the only one of the allies who has 
made an honest attempt to return 
any money to us. England*is paying 
interest on its indebtedness while the 
Other countries have sent us prac- 
tically nothing. If these nations 
would repent of their sins, disarm 
their armies and live honestly aad 
decently, I believe the United States 
Would be glad to cancel the indebted- 
ness Or do anything else which would 
truly help. On the surface, the diffi- 
culty. with Europe is financial; but 
a glatistical study shows very clearly 
that the real trouble with Europe is 
spiritual. Before we, or any other 
country, can help Europe, the £urop- 
ean nations must change their pur- 
poses, motives and attitudes toward 
God and one another, 

Until this time comes T cannot ad- 
Vise any one to buy or even hold 
European securities, After paying 
for the bare necessities of life Fur- 
Ope hag a surplus which it can use 
either to maintain armies or pay in- 
terest on its indebtedness, but it has 
Not surplus enough to do both. Wur- 
Ope is a good deal like the steamboat 
on the Mississippi which Abraham 
Lincoln used to tell about. The boiler 
capacity wag enough to blow the whis- 
lle or to run the boat, but not enough 
to do both, When the whistle blew 
the boat had to stop, At the present 
lime Europe scems to desire to whis- 
We rather than run. Uniil Europe 
changes its desires and puts its en- 
ergies on running instead of whis- 
Uing, wise investors will not hold 
uropean gecurities, On the other 
hand, I believe that when Europe 
quits squabbling and settles down to 
an honest effort to produce, these 
European securities will be perfectly 
good. hig is true not only ag to 
the money owed by Europe to the in- 
dependent investors of this country, 
but it also applies to the ten billions 
of dollars which are owed to the Un- 
ited States, because these debts all 
combined are less than France claims 
Germany alone is able to pay to her,

All varieties gave excellent yields 
but, as the past season was very fav- 
orablo to the best development of all 
grains, this was to be expected. 


Banner again heads the list by a 
fair margin, followed by Gold Rain, | 
Victory and Danish Island, all within | 
ten bushels of the leading variety. 
The only oat usually in this leading; 
group which did not retain its place | 
was O.A.C. 72, which, as will pe not- 
ed by the table giving the yields, is} 
twenty-two bushals below the Banner, 
even being surpassed by Daubeny, an 
exceptionally, early oat which fs us;

This indicates the necessity of 
and value of a number of years’ tests 
in obtaining the idea of the relative 
value of the various varicties of 
grain.

Commenting on the manner in 
which the health service of the pro- 
vincial department of health has, 
grown during the past year, the an- 
nual report of the public health nurs- 
ing branch lays stress upon the no- 
ticeably increased demand for, bettor 
health conditions throughout the 
province. The report also refers to 
the organization of schools into health 
districts, a policy adopted at the be-
